“Oh, I did that orfginaliy,” sald Mor- 
gan, laughing. He! added that ‘‘when 
they came for the 350,000,’’ he had .‘’got- 
tem used to it and didn’t object.”’ 

“Did Mr. Bliss and Cortelyou’ express 
any gratitude?’ 

“No, I never experienced. much grati- 
tude in this connection,’’ returned Mor- 
gan. . 

Senator Paynter referred to Morgan's 
remark that he had been interested only 
in “what was good. for the country.’ 

“Isn’t it true that we often. think 
what we want is best for the country?’ 
asked the Senator. 

“I don’t,” replied Morgan, laughing. 
“I.often want a thing that I think I 
ought not to have and I try to get 
over wanting it.’’ 


Pays His Own Way. 

Morgan said the second contribu- 
tion of $50,000 was brought out by “‘the 
fear of the effect a Democratic victory 
in New York would have on the coun-

Senator Clapp then asked the usual 
formal questions as to any further ‘n- 
formati-n the witness mig:.t have.

Duell on the Stand, 

Duell, who, in.1904, was assistant treas- 
urer of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, knew of no contribution by John 
D. Archbold, under thet name. He 
knew there had been several contribu- 
tions of $100,000 each and that three in- 
surance companies each had _ given 
$50,000. 

“Did you know any members of the 
Standard Oil Co. béside Arehbold who 


‘coutributed to the 1964 campaign?’ asked 


Chairman Clapp. 

“I think H. H. Rogers contributed, but 
I do not know the amount.” 

Duell said Treasurer Bliss told him 
that in 1896 all the banks and most of 
the trust companies in New York City 
had contributed to the Republican na- 
tional campaign fund. In 1900 fewer of 
them contributed, and in 1904 still fewer. 

Judge Duell said the Harrinian ‘on- 
tribution was raised for the State Com: 
mittee after he and Bliss had decided 
that the National Committee needed no 
further funds. 

He said contributions in 1904 were col- 
lected by E. T. Stotesbury in Philadel- 
phia, Charles G. Dawes in Chicago, 
George von L. Meyer, now Secretary 
of the Navy, in New England, and An- 
drew Mills in New York. Other con- 
tributors he remembered were: Dr. Da- 
vid Jayne Hill, former Ambassador to 
Germany, $2000; Whitelaw Reid, Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, $10,000; United 
States Steel Corporation, $10,000. 

Mas there ever any refund to Rogers 
or Archbold or the Standard Oil Co.?” 
asked Senator Pomerene. 

“IT never heard of any refund and I 
never heard of any receipt,’’ said Judge 
Duell. 

To the “Harriman fund’’ Judge Duell 
thought Harriman had given $50,000, Sen- 


ator Depew or H. McK. Twombly $50,- 


000 and Morgan $50,000. He did not know 
the other contributors. He said he knew 
of no arrangement by which any of the 
contributions would have been kept by 
Treasurer Bliss from the knowledge of 
Chairman Corteryou. 

Judge Duell said he had been manager 
of Col. Roosevelt's pre-convention cam- 
paign in New York this year, but had 
handled no funds. 

The committee then adjourned until 
tomorrow.

PUBLIC HEARING ON BILL 
Spirityglists Who Practice for 


Nothing to BexLet Alone in 
Amended Measure, 





After a special hearing before a com- 
mittee of the City Council of those who 
oppose Councilman Filetcher’s bill in- 
tended. to put clairvoyants and necro- 
mancers out of business, Fletcher an- 
nounced Thursday. he would offer an 
amendment to the bill. 

The amended bill will exclude spirit- 
ualists in the practice of their religion 
without pay. but will make it a mis- 
demeanor to practice Clairvoyancy for 
profit. 

Spiritualists alone voiced opposition 
to the bill at the hearing at the City 
Hall Wednesday night! Although there 
were frequent calls for fortune-tellers, 
wecromancers, magicians, and similar 
folks, none responded. 

The committee, which included 
Councilmmen Fletcher, Paule and 
Haller and Delegate Oviatt, 
some interesting things from those 
who did speak. 

What Spiritualist Told. 2 

Among the startling declaration 
were: 

That Marconi, inventor of wire- 
less telegraphy, is a spiritualist, 
and that wireless telegraphy it- 
self is merely spiritualistic vi- 
brations; 

That spirits communicate with 
mediums by vibrations that run 
between 40 trillions and 46 tril- 
lions a second; 

That the Apostles Peter and 
Paul were trance mediums and 
clairvoyants; that Samuel, Saul, 
David and Jesus were mediums; 

That most fake mediums are 
simply good mediums gone 
wrong; 

That 90 per cent of the inform- 
ation given out as spiritualistic 
is faked. 

Dr. Otto Vierling, chairman of the 
State Board of the Spiritualists’ Asso- 
ciation, was the first to be heard. He 
talked. for an hour and five minutes, 
reading from a Bible much of the time. 
It was he who classified the great proph- 
ets of holy writ .as mediums and he 
declared that if al] the spiritualism were 
taken out of the ‘Bible it would. be 
nothing but a materialigtic, uninterest- 
ing book. 

Vierling’ said no fortune teller could 
hold a membership card in the spitrit- 
ualistic society if the society knew of 


foretold his betrayal by Judas and de- 
nial by Peter he did ‘it through clair- 
voyancy. : 

“But how can we tell the false and 
the true apart?’ Fletcher again de- 
manded. | ‘ 

Vierling suggested that a 
Board of Medium Examiners 
pointed. 

Dr. J. B. Warne, president of the Na- 
tional ‘Spiritualists’ Assaciation, de- 
clared real spiritualists are anxious to 
suppress the fake seers. He suggested 
that the proposed bill be amended so 
that spiritualists could practice their 
religion without interference. _ 

He aggued that if newspapers would 
quit accepting advertisements from those 
who offer to practice occult arts for 
profit it wonld put them out of busi- 
ness sooner than anything else. 

R. F. Ellis, ab inventor, told the 
Councilmen about the #-odd trillions of 
vibrations spirits use when they con- 
verse and explained that mediums are 
those capable of reading these vibra- 
tions. He also placed Marconi and his 
great invention among the matters of 
spiritualistic record. | 

Mrs. J. F. Graham, a little woman. in 
black, announced herself as an ‘‘instan- 
taneous slate writing reader in broad 
daylight.”” She said she could get slate 
messages from the spirit land, but not 
when others were near. 


Declines to Demonstrate. 
At this Councilman Haller asked 


Warne to make a public demonstration 
Warne explained that better results 
could be obtained at a private ‘‘circle."’ 
Pressed, he declined to make such a 
demonstration and said he would give 
the reasons for his refusal tn private. 

Others who spoke against the meas- 
ure were Mrs. Helen Cornelius, who 
described herself as a “magnetic heal- 
er and inspirational speaker and fight- 
er for women’s rights,’’ and Mrs. Jennie 
French, who said she possessed a ‘‘gift 
of tongues,” and’is a foe and exposer 
of false proplets.

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ever we have discussed her, he has 
always ridiculed her.”

“The invisible government” is an apt phrase 
coined by Theodore Roosevelt to deseribe the hid- 
den forces which, through corrupt influence, dom- 
inate the party in power and control governmental 


action. : 
It is the irony of political fortune that the 


phrase is strikingly illustrated by the exposure 
of the sources of Col. Roosevelt’s own campaign 
funds in the election of 1904, taken with the record 
of his administration for four years thereafter. 

George R. Sheldon, treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee in the campaign of 1903, testi- 
fied before the Clapp Investigating Committee that 
Cornelius N. Bliss, his preuecessor, informed him 
that amo.g the campaign contributions to the 
Roosevelt campaign fund were $100,000 from 
Standard Oil, through John.

territory. France, in 1763, lost all her 
American possessions as a result of the 
French and Indian war. And in 1779 the 
land conquered by Bienville was split up 
between Spain and the new United 
States. Spain and the Indians were at 
last bought off or outmaneuvered, and it 
all became United States soil. 


The tract had been part of Louisiana 
(in fact, Mobile was Louisiana's first 
capital), next it was incorporated with 
Georgia, and in 1798 it was included as 
a portion of the “Territory of Mississip- 
pi.’ Then, in 1817, it was reapportioned 
as “Alabama Territory.” The name was 
derived from the “Ala-ba-mo” tribe of 
Creek Indians and is said to mean: 
“Here We Rest’’—a motto which Ala- 
bama has taken for her own. 

‘‘Alabama Territory” became the State 
of Alabama in 1819, being admitted to 
the Union as a siave State to pair off 
with Maine, which was admitted as 
“free” at the same time. 

For the next # years the story of Ala- 
bama was more of less the story of the 
whole South. Then came the rumble of 
the approaching Civil War. Alabama 
was one of the first states to secede from 
the Union. Nowhere did secession re- 
ceive more ardent support. 

Yet there were many Alabamans of 
note who did not wish to leave the 
Union. And yet when they found seces- 
sion could not be avoided they strained 
every nerve to cut off Northern Ala- 
bama into a separate and neutral State 
under the name of Nickajack. The plan 
failed. 

When the South seceded Al=bama’s 
capital, Montgomery, was chosen as the 
first capital of the Confederacy. There 
Jefferson Davis was inaugurated Presi- 
dent. Alabama sent practically all her 
uble-bodied male population to the Civil 
War. And no less than % Confederate 
Generals came from that single Siate. 

During the four-year conflict she suf- 
fered bitterly from all the horrors of 
warfare. Invasion, slege and battle were 
hers. Not once, but again and again. 
Not until April, 1865, was the whole State

Not until 1876 did the tortured State 
begin to regain her strength. .
